If 
he has less than 24 months of credited ser- 
vice, his final average compensation shall 
be the monthly average of the compensa- 
tions paid him for his total period of 
credited service. 


This proposed wording was included 
with the proposed amendment that was 
forwarded to members of the Council. 


The Secretary was directed to send a 
letter to the Police and Fire Board stating 
that the Police and Fire Retirement Sys- 
tem Board opposes any outside employer 
contributing to the present system through 
program of city employees working for 
private or other governmental units.

REPORT OF OFFICERS 


Chief Space reported that four members 
of the fire department were on sick leave; 
That additional blacktopping had been or- 
dered for No. 4 Station’s parking area and 
that a security fence had been ordered for 
the Alarm Building. He requested the 
Board’s permission to install four telephone 
poles at the rear of No. 2 Station for train- 
ing purposes, and at least two additional 
members to assist the Training Instructor.
